69. A method of making a transformed dicotyledonous plant 
cell, dicotyledonous plant, or dicotyledonous plant tissue that 
expresses Bacillus thuringiensis crystal protein toxin, said method 
comprising: 

(a) inserting into the genome of said plant cell a chimeric 
gene comprising, operably linked, a plant expressible promoter, a 
full-length or less than full-length Bacillus thuringiensis crystal 
protein structural gene that encodes crystal protein toxin, and a 
3' non-translated polyadenylation region; and 

(b) (i) selecting transformed dicotyledonous plant cells that 
express crystal protein toxin, or 

(b) (ii) selecting transformed dicotyledonous plant cells that 
express crystal protein toxin and regenerating therefrom plants or 
plant tissue that express crystal protein toxin.
